^V^as  widened  from  tlie  eemetery  north,  ahout  hOO  feet,  and 
i^raded  and  sidewalk  made  on  the  west  side. 

Many  of  the  sidewalks  were  repaired  and  stone  screenings 
put  on  tliem. 

The  taking  up  of  ashes  and  rubbish  tlie  past  year  lias  been 
successfully  carried  on,  and  the  town  very  much  benefited  by 
the  same.  Some  of  our  streets,  accepted  below  grade,  have 
been  filled  in  without  any  additional  cost  to  the  town  by  the 
ashes  taken  in  this  way.  The  estimated  cost  for  the  past  year 
was  about  $1,200.00. 

For  clearing  snow  the  past  year  the  cost  has  been  over 

$700.00. 
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TREE  WARDEN’S  REPORT. 


No  appropriation  has  been  made  for  several  years  for  the 
care  of  our  shade  trees. 

The  beetle  made  its  appearance  as  usual,  but  in  larger  nuim 
bers  than  ever  before,  and  on  July  6th  five  men  were  put  to 
work  spraying  the  trees  with  arsenic  of  lead,  and  on  August 
7th  the  trunks  of  the  trees  were  sprayed  witli  insect  emulsion. 
Then  came  the  Tussock  moth,  which  is  a native  insect  and 
which  comes  more  or  less  every  year,  and  the  past  year  was  the 
worst  known  in  many  years.  All  kinds  of  trees,  liouses,  fences 
and  walls,  were  covered  with  them. 

Tills  insect  is  easily  controlled  by  spraying  with  arsenic  of 
lead,  and  the*eggs  destroyed  by  the  use  of  crude  creosote  oil, 
which  was  used  on  all  the  trees  found  infested.  Let  us  hope 
for  the  best,  and  that  during  the  present  year  we  will  not  be 
troubled  by  many  of  them. 

The  cost  of  spraying,  repairs,  supplies,  and  rent  of  building, 
was  about  $700.00  ; setting  out  and  moving  trees,  cutting  down 
dead  ones,  and  removing  dead  branches  and  trimming  where 
necessary,  cost  $200.00,  making  a total  of  $900.00.  The  most  of 
this  was  contributed  by  the  Superintendent  of  Streets,  Mr.  II. 
H.  Rogers,  for  which  th  e people  of  Fairhaven  most  certainly 
feel  grateful. 

No  appropriation  has  been  made  by  the  town  for  the  past 
four  years,  and  whoever  the  town  elects  as  Tree  Warden  ought 
to  have  some  money  to  work  with. 

The  trees  ought  to  be  cared  for;  they  are  valual)lc,  and 
ought  to  be  protected,  and  every  good  citizen  should  be  inter- 
ested in  the  natural  beauty  of  his  home  town,  by  assisting  the 


Tree  Warden  in  helping  to  beantily  his  neighbor’s  home. 

I desire  here  to  pnl)liely  thank  those  who  have  interested 
tliemselves  in  the  welfare  and  protection  of  onr  shade  trees, 
and  who  have  reported  to  me  owners  of  houses  who  have  been 
careless  enough  to  allow  damage  to  be  done  to  the  same,  and 
would  recommend  to  the  town  an  appropriation  of  not  less 
than  $500.00.

FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 


To  the  Honorable  I hard  of  Selectmen: 

(tp:ntlemen — The  Board  of  Fire  Fiigineors  liereby  ])reseiit 
their  report  for  the  past  year. 

During  the  year  we  have  had  six  lire  alarms  and  six  still 
alarms.  The  total  loss  l)y  lire  is  estimated  to  be  about 
$3,000.00. 

Very  little  repairing  has  been  done  to  the  engine  houses  the 
past  year,  excepting  the  Hook  and  Ladder  liouse,  whieh  lias 
had  new  sills;  Hose  1,  Oxford,  has  had  a new  hag  pole;  and 
the  hose  carriage  has  also  been  repaired. 

The  department  is  about  the  same  as  last  year,  with  the 
exception  of  a few  changes  in  the  companies.  At  the  fire  on 
the  night  of  Feb.  12,  one  of  the  firemen  was  jiainfully  hurt  and 
is  still  under  the  physician’s  care.  This  has  been  the  only 
accident  that  has  happened  in  the  department  for  some  time.

Vo  the  Citizens  of  Fair  haven  : 

The  Selectmen  ofl^r  the  following  report,  and  refer  the  citi- 
zens to  the  special  reports  for  details  of  the  various  depart- 
ments. 

The  principal  of  the  “Pease  School  Piind,”  amounting  to 
$7,558.12,  is  deposited  as  follows: 

N.  B.  Institution  for  Savings,  $5,000.00 

N.  B.  Five  Cents  Savings  Bank,  2,558.12 

The  income  for  the  past  year,  amounting  to  $305.34,  has 
been  collected  and  placed  to  the  credit  of  School  Expenses,  as 
provided  by  law. 

We  recommend  that  the  Incidental  account  be  charged  with 
the  sum  of  $1,138.89,  and  that  this  sum  be  credited  to  the  fol- 
lowing accounts,  viz : 

Shone  Extension  Bridge  Street  account,  $42.33 
South  West  Sewer  (Cottage  Street),  96.56 

Adams  Street  Sewer  Extension,  1,000.00 

At  a special  town  meeting  held  Oct.  24,  1907,  the  following- 
vote  was  passed : 

Voted — To  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  provide  for  the  })ay- 
ment  to  the  city  of  New  Bedford,  of  the  balance  due  them  for 
the  maintenance  of  the  New  Bedford  and  Fairhaven  bridge, 
and  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,600.00  for  said  purpose,  and 
to  authorize  the  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen, 
to  borrow  the  sum  of  $2,600.00  for  said  purpose,  and  to  issu(3 
the  note  or  notes  of  the  town  therefor,  to  be  payable  in  the 
year  1908. 


Tlie  Selectmen  liave  not  acted  under  this  vote,  and  would 
now  suggest  that  they  he  autliorizcd  to  charge  tlie  amount  to 
be  })aid  to  the  City  of  New  Bedford  in  settlement  of  tlieir  ac- 
count, to  the  Incidental  account,  instead  of  hiring  the  amount 
as  directed  l)y  the  abovc-(iuoted  vote.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SEWER  COMMISSIONERS. 


'Vo  the  Honornblc  Board  of  Se/ectniea,  Town  of  Fairhavcn. 

Gp:ntlemen  : — Tlic  Sewer  Commissioners  wish  to  present 
their  annual  report. 

At  the  regular  town  meeting  we  asked  for  an  appropriation 
of  tliree  thousand  dollars  ($3,000.00),  which  was  granted.  We 
have  endeavored  to  keep  within  the  appropriation,  but  found 
that  with  the  strictest  economy  we  were  unable  to  do  so. 

It  was  deemed  advisable  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  to  re- 
shingle the  power  liouse,  and  we  found  this  called  for  new  con- 
ductors, as  the  old  ones  were  rotted  out  so  badly,  probably  due 
to  the  action  of  the  salt  atmosphere  rather  than  faulty  con- 
struction. 

Small  repairs  have  been  made  bn  the  main  engine  and  boil- 
ers, the  repairs  being  called  for  by  the  new  inspection  laws  re- 
cently passed. 

The  sewers  are  doing  the  work  they  were  designed  to  do, 
but  continual  additions  have  been  made,  until  the  limit  is 
nearly  reached. 

There  have  been  several  complaints  from  the  abutters  drain- 
ing into  the  Centre  street  ejectors,  which  are  called  upon  to  do 
very  heavy  duty  at  times. 

There  have  been  two  breaks  at  the  Pease  Distinct  station, 
corner  of  Bridge  and  Main  streets,  one  of  which  the  Shone  Co. 
replaced  free  of  charge. 

Early  in  the  summer  the  main  engine  at  the  power  station 
must  be  rebuilt.  This  is  absolutely  necessary,  as  it  would  be 
foolish  to  stave  this  oft’  any  longer.  New  lieads  and  check 
valves  must  be  put  on  the  air  cylinders,  new  piston  rings  and 
stems,  and  possibly  it  may  be  necessary  to  rebore  the  cylinders. 
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The  wear  on  every  moving  part  of  tlie  engine  must  be  taken 
11}).  No  estimate  can  hiirly  be  put  on  this  work,  as  until  the 
engines  arc  taken  apart  it  cannot  he  ascertained  what  repairs 
will  be  needed.  Dui'ing  the  time  required  to  make  these  re- 
pairs it  will  be  necessary  for  the  abutters  using  the  Shone  sys- 
tem to  use  great  discretion  in  regard  to  the  amount  of  roof 
water  emptied  into  the  sewer,  as  we  shall  have  only  the  small 
auxiliary  compressor  to  do  the  work  with. 

The  board  would  request  that  you  insert  an  article  in  tlie 
warrant  at  tlie  annual  town  meeting,  as  follows: 

“d'o  sec  if  the  town  will  vote  that  on  all  new  sewer  systems 
that  may  be  built  hereafter,  shall  be  assessed  one-half  the  cost 
on  the  abutters  of  such  sewers,  and  one-half  on  the  town.  And  on 
ail  extensions  of  any  system  already  built  tlie  assessment  shall 
be  two-thirds  the  cost  of  such  extensions  on  the  abutters  and 
one-third  upon  tlie  town.” 

The  object  of  the  board  is  to  have  some  uniform  way  of  as- 
sessment which  will  be  more  equitable  to  all,  and  at  the  same 
time  simplify  the  work  for  future  boards. 

We  would  suggest  that  you  make  the  same  appropriation  for 
maintenance  as  last  year,  three  thousand  dollars  ($3,000.00), 
making  no  s])ecial  appropriations  for  the  repairs  to  engine,  the 
same  to  be  paid  for  as  all  minor  repairs.  Later  in  the  year, 
if  needed  for  maintenance,  another  appropriation  may  be  made 
at  some  special  town  meeting.

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[REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 


To  the  CUizens  of  Fair  haven: 

The  Board  of*  Healtii  respectfully  submits  its  annual  report 
for  the  year  1907. 

The  board  organized  in  March,  1907,  with  the  choice  of 
Charles  P.  Maxtield  as  chairman : Joseph  B.  Peck  as  secretary ; 
Dr.  William  H.  Thayer  as  medical  inspector.  On  May  9, 
1907,  Dr.  William  L.  Peters  was  elected  a member  of  the 
board  and  chosen  secretary  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the 
resignation  of  Joseph  B.  Peck. 

There  have  been  reported  to  the  board  by  physicians  during 
the  last  twelve  months,  only  seven  cases  of  contagious  and 
infectious  diseases,  viz.  : 

3 scarlet  fever, 

2 measles, 

2 diphtheria. 

This  shows  the  smallest  number  of  cases  reported  to  the 
board  for  many  years.  The  board  would  respectfully  request 
of  all  physicians  practicing  in  the  town  that  they  make  a report 
to  them,  in  accordance  with  the  law,  of  all  cases  of  contagious 
and  infectious  diseases.  Cards  for  this  purpose  are  supplied 
by  the  board. 

The  board  received  more  complaints  concerning  the  unsani- 
tary conditions  existing  in  many  dwellings  than  ever  before. 
Upon  notice  to  the  owners  of  such  tenements,  the  nuisances 
were  abated. 

There  have  been  inspected  by  William  H.  Staples,  inspector 
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of  slauglitered  animals,  who  was  appointed  by  the  board,  as 
the  law  directs,  144  slaughtered  animals,  viz. : 

137  swine, 

5 beef  animals, 

1 sheep,  ; 

1 calf. 

One  cow,  which  was  found  infected  with  tuberculosis,  was 
condemned.  All  the  slaughter  houses  were  found  to  be  in 
a sanitary  condition,  and  no  animals  unlit  for  food  were  sold^ 
within  our  knowledge. 

The  board  still  recommends  that  no  license  be  granted  to 
any  person  or  place  where  the  Jews  can  slaughter  under  the 
license  of  others. 

Dr.  1).  C.  Ashley,  general  inspector  of  animals,  reports  as 
follows : 

“During  the  year  1907  I have  made  an  inspection  of  the 
cattle,  slieep  and  swine  owned  within  the  limits  of  the  town, 
and  have  caused  to  be  killed  and  buried,  or  rendered,  10 
tuberculous  cows,  an  increase  of  two  over  last  year. 

“I  have  also  made  two  inspections  of  the  barns,  or  abodes  of 
cattle,  and  in  a great  many  cases  have  found  a decided 
improvement  over  the  conditions  existing  last  year;  yet  in 
many  cases  have  ordered  many  improvements  to  be  made, 
which  in  most  cases  have  been  made.  Two  or  three  barns 
have  been  condemned  by  the  Board  of  Health  and  myself  as 
being  unht  for  dairy  barns.  Since  my  last  report,  six  head  of 
cattle  were  brouglit  into  the  town  from  outside  tlie  state,  which 
1 located  in  East  Fairhaven,  and  at  once  placed  them  in 
(piarantine  and  tested  them  with  tuberculin  before  allowing  the 
owner  to  sell  them. 

“The  dealers  in  milk  are  learning  the  fact  that  careful  and 
cleanly  handling  is  greatly  to  their  advantage,  as  it  warrants  a 
quicker  and  surer  sale,  especially  as  they  find  out  that  the 
consumers  demand  sucli  conditions,  and  there  is  an  improve- 
ment in  the  handling  methods  ail  along  the  line.  Yet  there  are 
])lenty  of  chances  left  where  improvements  may  be  made, 
which  I liope  will  soon  be  adopted. 


^‘The  bacteriological  test  will  soon  be  in  force,  wliicli  will 
cause  a radical  change  in  the  cleanliness  of  your  milk  supply, 
which  will  be  welcomed  by  all  intelligent  people,  whether 
producers  or  consumers.” 

No  cases  of  the  foot  and  mouth  disease  have  been  found 
within  our  jurisdiction  the  past  year. 

There  have  been  126  permits  or  licenses  granted  this  year 
to  persons  who  desired  to  take  clams  or  quahogs  from  polluted 
waters  of  the  town  and  use  same  for  bait  only.  Because  of 
non-compliance  with  the  law  under  which  the  permit  was 
granted,  seven  of  these  permits  or  licenses  were  revoked. 

In  order  to  make  all  the  conditions  of  living  in  town  as 
sanitary  as  possible,  the  board  recommends,  as  formerly,  the 
collection  of  all  swill  and  garbage  by  a responsible  person 
licensed  by  the  town,  who  will  make  at  least  two  visits  weekly 
to  all  residences  where  application  has  been  made  to  him. 
Water-tight  cans  with  suitable  covers  must  be  used  in  moving 
such  matter,  and  thus  the  conditions  will  be  rendered  more 
healthful. 

Notices  in  regard  to  expectorating  upon  the  sidewalks  and 
in  public  places  were  posted  and  wei-e  geneially  observed. 
No  complaint  in  regard  to  this  matter  was  brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  board. 

The  board  wishes  to  call  the  attention  of  the  public  to 
a very  important  notice  (Chap.  80,  Sec.  78,  of  the  Public 
Statutes) : 

“When  a householder  knows  that  a person  within  his  family 
is  sick  with  smallpox,  or  any  other  disease  dangerous  to  the 
public  health,  he  shall  immediately  give  notice  to  tlie  selectmen 
or  board  of  health  of  the  town  in  which  he  dwells.  If  he 
refuses  or  neglects  to  give  such  notice  he  shall  forfeit  a sum 
not  exceeding  ($100.00)  one  hundred  dollars.”

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LIBRARIAN’S  REPORT 
FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  DEC.  31,  1907. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  MiU  'icent  Lihranj  : 

I have  the  honor  of  presenting  the  librarian’s  report  for 
1907. 

Growth  in  Volumes. 

The  additions  for  the  year  number  821  volumes;  294  vol- 
umes were  withdrawn,  leaving  a net  gain  of  527,  which  added 
to  the  17,846  last  reported,  makes  a total  of  18,373.  Of  the 
821  volumes,  561  were  new  titles,  and  48  additional  volumes, 
making  609  volumes  of  new  matter;  and  the  remaining  212 
were  additional  copies.  315  volumes  of  fiction,  l)oth  new  and 
old,  were  among  the  821;  and  154  of  “junior”  books,  partly 
fiction,  and  so  included  in  the  315. 

Besides  the  more  obvious  duties  of  lending  books,  attending 
to  the  periodicals  and  binding,  the  staff  and  book  committee 
have  listed  and  examined  787  new  books,  reading  critical  re- 
views, and  the  books  themselves  in  the  numerous  doubtful 
cases.  , Of  the  787  titles,  561  were  accepted  and  226  returned 
to  the  dealer.  Even  at  three  hours  for  the  reading  of  each  of 
the  300  doubtful  ones,  and  one  hour  for  the  remainder,  an  av- 
erage of  four  to  five  hours  daily  goes  to  this  examination,  a 
large  part  of  which  is  done  outside  the  building.  This  careful 
reading  not  only  selects  for  us  those  new  books  which  will  in 
the  long  run  attract  the  most  readers  and  give  us  the  l)cst  re- 
turn on  the  investment,  but  serves  also  to  keep  the  staff  ac- 
quainted with  the  new  additions,  and  so  enables  them  to  advise 
intelligently  our  readers, 
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Binding. 

705  volumes  in  poor  condition  were  thoroughly  examined, 
of  which  294  were  rejected  and  411  rebound.  Very  numerous 
minor  repairs  were  made  in  the  building  by  the  regular  force. 

Registration. 

377  persons  received  borrowers’  cards;  adult  residents  of 
Fairhaven,  131,  of  school  age,  97  ; residents  of  New  Bedford,  27, 
and  of  other  places,  122.  These  names  bring  the  total  regis-  ^ 
tration  in  five  and  a half  years  up  to  3,317. 

Home  Use. 

The  home  use  of  bound  books  was  37,452  volumes,  and  of 
current  periodicals  7,142,  a total  of  44,594.  Taking  $1.20 
as  the  average  price  per  volume  to  the  public  (in  both  1906 
and  1907  it  was  $1.02  to  the  Library),  it  would  have  cost  the 
people  of  Fairhaven  $44,902  to  read  the  books  circulated  if 
each  reader  had  been  obliged  to  buy  each  book  for  himself ; 
and  likewise,  periodicals  at  a piece  valuation  of  12  cents  used 
7,142  times  would  have  amounted  to  $857.04.  That  is,  thus 
broadly  reckoned  the  Library  furnished  the  town  with  $45,759 
worth  of  home  reading.  And  this  sum  takes  no  account  of  the 
very  large  amount  of  reading  in  the  building,  nor  of  the 
reference  work. 

But  even  this  unusual  service  in  a town  of  forty-five  hundred 
inhabitants  can  be  bettered  by  the  adoption  of  some  of  the 
newer  methods  of  library  extension,  such  as  the  ‘^duplicate  }>ay 
collection,”  and  the  lending  of  books  in  outlying  districts  from 
stations  or  other  distributing  agencies. 


The  Building. 

Numerous  repairs  have  been  made  to  the  building,  which  is 
in  good  working  condition,  though  careful  consideration  of  the 


heating  plant  and  interior  decoration  is  needed.  Unusual 
repairs  have  been  retpiired  by  the  boiler,  the  chimneys,  window 
frames  and  floors. 


The  Staff. 

In  the  spring,  Mr.  William  0.  Sawyer  became  janitor. 
With  this  exception  the  working  force  remains  the  same  as  for 
several  years ; and  no  member  has  been  incapacitated  by  illness 
for  a single  day. 

The  Library  has  been  represented  at  the  meetings  and  on 
the  executive  boards  of  various  local  library  clubs. 

To  the  Trustees  the  staff  has  to  oiler  the  most  sincere  thanks 
for  their  continued  confidence  and  support.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


I'o  I hr  School  Committer  of  Fair  ha  veil: 

111  accordance  with  custom  and  in  compliance  with  tlie 
regulations  of  your  board,  I submit  the  annual  report  of 
the  superintendent  of  schools,  which,  in  brief,  outlines  the 
essential  facts  concerning  the  department  over  which  you  have 
charge.  The  accompanying  financial  statements  and  statistical 
tables  furnish  detailed  information  relating  to  the  various 
phases  of  school  organization. 

It  is  necessary  again  to  report  that  the  problem  of  providing 
adequate  accommodations  for  the  pupils  is  a real  and  difficult 
one.  Since  the  publication  of  the  last  report,  temporary  and 
partial  relief  has  been  afforded  by  the  re-opening  of  the  old 
high  school  building.  The  joint  committee  appointed  by  the 
town  decided  that  the  only  immediate  relief  could  be  best 
secured  by  making  the  necessary  alterations  and  repairs  on  the 
old  high  school  building.  In  order  to  make  this  building 
suitable  for  pj-imary  and  grammar  school  purposes,  the  large 
upper  room  had  to  be  divided  into  two  rooms  and  each 
}>rovided  with  blackboards.  The  entrances  and  exits  were 
obliged  to  be  re-arranged  and  new  and  more  adequate  sanitary 
accommodations  provided,  together  with  much  interior  painting 
and  calcimining,  involving  a total  expenditure  of  six  hundred 
dollars,  for  which  there  had  been  no  estimate  or  appropriation. 
This  building  now  accommodates  the  preparatory  class  and  a 
fourth  grade,  which  has  to  l)e  conveyed  back  and  forth  from 
tlie  Oxford  school  at  the  expense  of  the  department.  Although 
tills  fourth  grade  has  been  removed  from  the  Oxford  building. 


it  is  still  necessary  to  have,  outside  of  the  regular  class  rooms, 
a third  grade  in  the  corridor,  in  charge  of  an  additional 
teacher.  This  arrangement  has  been  highly  unsatisfactory, 
both  on  account  of  the  lack  of  blackboard  facilities  and  on 
account  of  improper  light  and  inadequate  heat. 

At  the  Rogers  school,  the  pupils  in  two  fourth  grades,  two 
fifth  grades  and  two  sixth  grades  have  been  comfortably 
accommodated,  while  an  enrollment  in  the  seventh  grade  of 
sixty  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  necessitated  putting  part  of 
this  grade  in  the  eighth  grade  room,  leaving  still  a large  and 
difficult  grade  of  fifty-one  pupils.  The  large  assembly  hall  is 
the  only  available  space  left  for  the  principal’s  assistant  to 
conduct  recitations,  and  for  the  sewing  classes  to  carry  on  their 
work.  Since  two  classes  will  be  advanced  from  the  Washing- 
ton Street  school  to  the  Rogers  school  and  only  one  class  leave 
the  Rogers  school,  it  will  be  necessary  to  provide  for  another 
room  for  the  pupils  of  this  additional  grade  which  cannot  be 
accommodated  at  the  Rogers.  It  will  be  necessary  for  your 
board  to  provide  accommodations  for  this  additional  class  in 
the  center  of  the  town,  which  could  only  be  done  by  renting  a 
suitable  room  or  sending  them  to  the  old  high  school  building, 
and  hiring  a room  at  Oxford  to  accommodate  the  grade  which 
is  now  being  transported  at  considerable  expense  to  the  old 
high  school  building.  Whatever  arrangements  are  made  will 
of  necessity  be  temporary  and  more  or  less  unsatisfactory. 
Results  such  as  are  expected  in  the  Fairhaven  schools  cannot 
be  accomplished  at  Oxford  until  more  adequate  accommoda- 
tions are  provided.  The  two  first  grades,  two  second  grades, 
and  two  third  grades  take  all  the  available  space  at  the  Wash- 
ington street  school.  The  New  Boston  school  accommodates 
twenty-five  pupils  in  the  first  four  grades  at  P]ast  Fairhaven. 
At  the  High  school,  during  the  fall  term  there  has  been  an 
enrollment  of  (147)  one  hundred  forty-seven. 

The  management  and  work  at  the  High  school  has  been 
conducted  with  increasing  effectiveness  along  the  lines  originally 


laid  down.  At  the  beginning  of  the  present  schooryear  tlie 
l)otanical  laboratary  was  equipped  and  organized  so  that  the 
courses  in  the  botanical  and  biological  sciences  may  be  offered. 
The  addition  of  this  course,  and  the  extension  of  the  work  in 
the  other  sciences,  together  with  the  increasing  number  of 
pupils,  made  it  necessary  to  add  another  teaclier  to  tlie  corps. 
The  courses  in  art  and  sewing,  whicli  were  interrupted  before 
the  close  of  the  year,  have  been  taken  u}>  with  new  vigor  and 
made  more  effective  by  allotting  more  of  the  teachers’  time  to 
these  subjects.  The  course  in  manual  training — sloyd,  wood- 
turning and  mechanical  drawing — have  become  better  organized 
and  better  results  have  been  accomplished.  The  work  in 
physical  education  has’  been  conducted  in  a rational  and 
effective  manner,  aiming  not  so  much  at  spectacular  results  in 
gymnasium  or  on  the  athletic  field,  but  having  for  its  particular 
aim  the  development  of  physical  and  moral  fibre  and  self- 
control,  which  will  stand  the  boys  and  girls  in  good  stead 
later  on  in  the  heat  of  the  day.  The  courses  in  domestic 
science  have  been  conducted  as  formerly  with  the  constant  aim 
of  making  the  lessons  here  learned  exert  an  influence  towards 
more  hygienic  and  healthful  living.  The  lunch  department  has 
l)een  conducted  as  formerly  and  has  resulted  in  more  real  good, 
both  to  the  pupils  and  to  the  organizatiori  of  the  school,  than 
is  fully  realized.  Because  of  the  continuance  in  service  of  the 
teachers,  and  the  gradual  adjustment  of  the  pupils  to  the  new 
conditions  and  new  requirements,  the  work  in  the  commercial, 
general  and  college  preparatory  courses  is  being  accomplished 
with  greater  economy  and  with  more  normal  results. 

I wish  to  commend  to  your  attention  all  those  eftbrts  and 
inlluences  which  have  been  exerted  by  teachers  and  pupils 
towards  a more  manly  bearing  in  and  about  the  school  build- 
ing, and  especially  in  connection  with  field  sports  and  inter- 
school relations.  I have  taken  pride  publicly  and  privately  in 
commending  the  manifest  tendency  of  the  High  school  pupils 
to  play  fair,  even  at  the  expense  of  losing. 
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The  grammar  and  primary  schools  liave  been  conducted  on 
the  same  basis  as  in  previous  years,  and  with  results  which,  for 
the  most  part,  are  satisfactory  and  commendable.  The  intro- 
duction of  better  organized  physical  training  in  all  the  schools, 
as  carried  on  by  the  teachers,  has  the  promise  of  producing 
excellent  results,  and  it  is  hoped  that  patient  and  persistent 
attention  to  this  branch  of  the  elementary  work  may  accom- 
plish something  towards  overcoming  many  of  the  defects  of 
carriage  and  prepare  the  way  at  least  for  better  physical 
development  on  the  part  of  our  growing  boys  and  girls. 

So  highly  satisfactory  and  pleasing  were  the  results  as 
exhibited  by  the  pupils  in  the  exercises  on  Field  Day  in  the 
latter  part  of  June,  that  I wish  to  recommend  the  establishment 
of  this  so-called  Field  Day  as  an  annual  custom. 

A gradual  effort  is  being  made  to  extend  the  manual  training 
and  hand  work  in  suitable  form  from  the  High  school  down 
through  all  the  grades.  At  present  the  boys  of  the  seventh, 
eighth  and  preparatory  classes  are  taking  the  mechanical 
drawing  and  bench  work,  under  the  direction  of  the  manual 
training  instructor,  and  the  eighth  and  ninth  grade  girls  are 
having  courses  in  cooking.  The  fifth,  sixth  and  seventh  grade 
girls  are  given  instruction  and  practice  in  practical  sewing, 
while  the  boys  of  the  fifth  and  sixth  grades  are  provided  with 
elementary  hand  work,  being  instructed  by  the  regular  grade 
teachers.  It  is  hoped  that  there  eventually  may  be  a carefully 
planned  and  well  graded  course  in  hand  work  from  the  first 
grade  up  to  and  including  the  High  school  courses,  which  will, 
in  as  many  aspects  as  possible,  be  correlated  and  in  sympathy 
with  the  art  teaching  in  the  corresponding  grades. 

The  work  in  drawing  which  was  interrupted  by  the  serious 
illness ^and  final  resignation  of  Miss  Browne,  was  commendably 
continued  for  the  balance  of  the  year  by  the  regular  teachers. 
Miss  Charlotte  S.  Dorman  was  engaged  to  assume  the  duties 
of  supervisor  in  drawing  and  sewing.  Her  training  in  the 
Boston  Normal  Art  School  and  experience  in  similar  positions 
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in  Massachusetts  and  Porto  Rico  enabled  her  to  take  up  the 
work  in  September  and  carry  it  on  with  renewed  vigor  and 
success. 

Five  years  after  the  introduction  of  children’s  gardens  into 
the  school  system,  it  is  a pleasure  to  report  that  the  gardens 
are  continued  and  with  an  interest  that  promises  to  be  perma- 
nent. Miss  Trowbridge  now  has  practical  supervision  of  this 
work  and  has  been  able  to  teach  the  children  to  secure  results 
which  make  Fairhaven  recognized  throughout  the  state  as 
a town  which  has  been  successful  in  this  line  of  nature  study. 
The  public  has  become  not  only  accustomed  to  this  movement, 
which  was  seriously  questioned  at  first,  but  has  become  inter- 
ested in  it.  Two  of  our  citizens  were  each  sufficiently  interested 
in  the  children  and  their  work  to  send  a check  for  ten  dollars 
to  foster  and  encourage  the  idea.  The  Improvement  Associa- 
tion, through  its  special  committee,  has  taken  up  the  work  and 
developed  no  little  interest  in  practical  home  gardening.  Dur- 
ing the  fall,  several  of  the  boys  and  girls  won  prizes  at 
the  exhibition  of  flowers  and  vegetables  in  Boston.  The  school 
gardens  won  several  prizes  at  this  same  exhibition  and  received 
the  award  of  second  prize  for  the  general  garden  work,  the 
gardens  and  garden  products  winning  a total  of  seventeen  dol- 
lars in  prizes. 

The  welfare  and  efficiency  of  the  school  system  was  seriously 
affected  by  the  resignation  of  so  many  of  our  successful  and 
experienced  teachers  during  the  summer  months.  The  serious- 
ness of  the  teacher  problem  may  be  indicated  by  the  fact  that 
since  the  end  of  the  school  year  in  June,  we  have  had  to  pro. 
vide  for  the  schools  in  the  Fairhaven  district  twenty-seven  (27) 
permanent  or  temporary  teachers,  in  order  to  keep  the  schools 
in  operation;  fourteen  (14)  of  this  number  having  to  be  dis- 
covered and  supplied  since  the  last  week  in  August,  after  the 
field  had  been  thoroughly  canvassed  and  practically  all  teachers 
had  been  settled  for  the  year,  thus  making  it  doubly  difficult 
to  provide  schools  with  teachers  of  any  experience  or  success. 
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Considering  the  difficulties  and  unusual  requirements  de- 
manded in  several  of  these  positions,  such  as  in  the  domestic 
science  and  lunch  department,  the  art  supervision  and  sewing, 
and  several  other  positions  where  the  size  of  the  school 
or  the  particular  needs  were  unusual,  the  department  has 
l)een  fortunate  in  securing  teachers  who  could  fill  these  re- 
spective positions  with  such  success.  On  another  page  of  this 
report  will  be  found  the  names  of  the  present  corps  of  teachers 
together  with  the  subject  or  grade,  the  schools  in  which  they 
have  secured  their  training,  and  salary  })cr  month. 

During  the  scliool  year,  teachers  in  dealing  with  many 
different  children  of  different  temperaments  and  conditions, 
are  not  always  able  to  carry  out  their  work  and  instruction  to 
the  complete  satisfaction  or  approval  of  all  pupils  or  |)arents, 
and  it  is  inevitable  that  there  should  be  many  misunderstand- 
ings and  misconceptions  on  the  part  of  children  and  parents  as 
well  as  occasional  lapses  of  judgment  or  lack  of  tact  on  the 
part  of  teachers,  wlio  are  not  always  free  from  the  iinperfections 
of  humanity. 

In  all  such  cases  of  misunderstanding  or  grievance,  the  first 
and  proper  thing  for  any  parent  to  do  is  to  consult  with  the 
teacher,  who  is  merely  the  assistant  of  the  parent  in  the  train- 
ing of  the  child.  If.  after  this  conference,  there  still  remains 
difficulty,  the  matter  should  be  reported  to  the  superintendent, 
who  is  always  glad,  as  far  as  possible,  to  discover  the  real 
difficulties  and  look  into  all  complaints  which  are  honest  and 
well  founded.  In  this  connection  I regret  that  too  frequently 
parents  are  prone  to  pronounce  judgment  and  discuss  these 
school  difficulties  without  making  any  adequate  inquiry  as  to 
the  real  foundation  and  merits  of  the  case.  Many  startling 
and  strange  things  are  reported  by  children  with  perhaps  good 
intentions,  but  reports  which  are  based  upon  altogether  wrong 
and  incorrect  impressions.  After  these  reports  and  wrong 
impressions  are  passed  hither  and  thither  they  occasionally 
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assume  proportions  that  are  annoying  to  all  concerned  and 
needlessly  so. 

As  illustrations  of  these  wrong  impressions  it  has,  within  the 
past  month,  been  reported  by  intelligent  people  that  ^‘they  had 
heard  on  good  authority”  that  no  opportunity  would  be 
furnished  to  study  arithmetic  after  the  seventh  grade,  while  it 
is  a fact  that  arithmetic  is  continued  through  the  eighth  grade 
and  reviewed  if  necessary  in  the  ninth  grade,  and  a full  course 
in  commercial  arithmetic  offered  in  the  High  school. 

Again,  it  is  reported  that  no  one  is  now  allowed  to  graduate 
and  receive  a diploma  from  the  High  school  unless  such  pupil 
pursues  the  classical  or  college  preparatory  course,  when  as  a 
matter  of  fact  diplomas  are  issued  to  everyone  satisfactorily 
completing  any  course  in  the  High  school,  and  moreover, 
certificates  are  issued  to  pupils  who  leave  the  schools  in  any  of 
the  grammar  grades,  stating  the  amount  of  work  covered. 

Again,  it  was  reported  and  caused  considerable  anxiety  that 
no  pupil  is  now  allowed  to  enter  the  High  school  until  he 
is  fifteen  years  old,  and  must  remain  in  the  preparatory  class 
three  years  if  he  enters  it  at  twelve.  It  is  needless  to  say  that 
there  is  no  age  qualification  imposed  for  entrance  except  to  the 
first  grade. 

It  will  be  necessary  for  your  board  to  call  the  attention  of 
the  citizens  to  the  fact  that  the  heating  apparatus  at  the  Rogers 
School  has  been  run  with  a good  deal  of  difficulty  and  expense 
for  the  past  six  or  seven  years,  and  that  it  was  with  some  hesi- 
tation that  the  state  inspector  allowed  the  plant  to  be  used  for 
the  present  year ; but  after  making  several  repairs  in  the  early 
fall  and  temporarily  remedying  other  difficulties  recently,  the 
boilers  have  served  thus  far  during  the  year.  The  following 
quotation  from  the  report  of  the  inspector  of  boilers  indicates 
that  action  upon  this  matter  should  not  be  delayed.  Report 
dated  September  20,  1907  : “Owing  to  the  age  and  generally 

deteriorated  condition  of  this  boiler,  the  matter  of  installing 
a new  boiler  to  replace  it  within  the  next  year  should  be  taken 
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up  at  once,  as  it  is  doubtful  as  to  whether  it  would  pass  another 
inspection.” 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  financial  tables  on  another  page  that 
the  speeial  appropriation  of  nine  hundred  dollars  was  used  to 
cover  the  overdraft  and  unpaid  bills  of  1906  which  resulted 
from  the  inadequate  appropriation  of  the  previous  year. 
The  general  appropriation  asked  for  at  the  last  annual 
meeting  was  based  upon  estimates  for  the  bare  running 
expenses  of  the  year.  The  payment  of  six  hundred  dollars 
for  the  alterations  and  repairs  at  the  old  High  school 
building,  authorized  by  the  joint  board  of  school  committee  and 
selectmen  out  of  the  current  funds  of  the  school  department 
made  it  impossible  to  meet  all  the  bills  at  tlie  close  of  the 
financial  year.  Considering  the  fact  that  an  additional  teacher 
is  required  at  the  Oxford  school  and  at  the  old  High  school; 
also  that  transportation  has  to  be  provided  for  an  entire  grade 
from  the  Oxford  school,  and  that  additional  fuel  and  janitor’s 
salary  has  to  be  considered,  the  department  finds  it  necessary  to 
ask  for  $20,000  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  schools  for 
the  ensuing  year.
